Summary of the Office Action 

In the Office Action, claims 1,3-6 and 9-13 have been indicated as containing allowable 
subject matter. 

The drawings stand objected to for minor informalities. 

Claims 7-8 and 14-20 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, 2 nd Paragraph. 

Claim 7 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102 (e), as being anticipated by U.S. Patent 
No. 6,423,099 to Iversen. 

Summary of the Response to the Office Action 

Applicant proposes amending claims 7, 8, 15, 16 and 19 to further clarify the language 
thereof, and submitting new Fig. 10. Accordingly, claims 7, 8 and 14-20 are pending for further 
consideration (claims 1-6 and 9-13 being allowed). 

Objection to the Drawings 

In the Office Action, the drawings have been objected to for not including the features 
recited in dependent claim 12. 

Applicant herewith proposes submitting new Fig. 10, which shows the covering recited in 
dependent claim 12. 

Applicant therefore respectfully requests withdrawal of the objection to the drawings. 

Rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2 nd Paragraph 

In the Office Action, claims 7-8 and 14-20 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2 nd 
Paragraph. 

With regard to the objection to claims 7-8 and 14-20, Applicant proposes amending 
claims 7, 8, 15, 16 and 19 as shown above. 

Accordingly, Applicant respectfully requests withdrawal of the 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2 nd 
Paragraph rejection of claims 7-8 and 14-20. 
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All Claims are Allowable 

In the Office Action, claims 1, 3-6 and 9-13 have been indicated as containing allowable 
subject matter. Claim 7 stands rejected under 35 U.S. C. § 102 (e), as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent No. 6,423,099 to Iversen. Applicant respectfully traverses the rejection of claim 7 for the 
following reasons. 

Independent claim 7 

With regard to claims 3-10, which were indicated as being allowable in the previous July
